It is a singular fact that 
neither the bivalves culled "Califor- 
nia," nor the imported Eastern oys- 
ters ever breed in the beds of the 
California coast—a fact that has puz- 
zled pisciculturists, dealers and pro- 
fessional oyster-men not a little, and 
as to the cause of which scarcely any 
two seem to be agreed. A TRIBUNE 
reporter on Saturday interviewee! 
some of the dealers in California 
market as to their opinion on this 
point. ""Well," said one, "that is 
ones of those things hard to find out 
It has puzzled scientists even, one 
no satisfactory .solution of the mys' 
tery has been reached. T3oth East 
ern and Shoal-water Bay oysters 
transplanted to the beds around San 
Francisco Bay thrivewell andspawn, 
but never breed.

His invitation was accepted, 
and the beds of Doane & Co., Swan- 
bnrg, West & Co., and those of Mor- 
gan & Co., were visited. 
THE OTSTEIt-BEDS OP SAN ANTONIO 


CREEK. 


As the boat was propelled through 


the still waters by the vigorous mus- 
cle of Mr. Kruse, that gentleman 
utilized the time by giving a suc- 
cinct and very intelligent account of 
how the oyster is manipulated be- 
fore it reaches the retail dealer. A 
good deal of labor is involved. The 
oyster-beds of San Antonio Creek 
cover an aggregate of from forty to 
fifty acres of the Government tide 
land. 
The California oysters are 


brought here from Shoal Water Bay, 
Washington Territory, on schoon- 
ers. Prom 4,000 to 6,000 baskets 
constitute a load, and the business 
is confined to the Fall and Spring 
mocths. The beds are fenced in by 
stakes driven in jo the mud from one 
to two feet apart, as a protectfon

Of ventilation could scarcely be im- 
agined. Tha basements und dead 
air spaces about our buildings would 
soon be filled with the escaping 
poison. The plan of ventilating 
main sewers at their most elevated 
points, would beall right if properly 
done, but all escaping sewer s»s 
should pass through highly-heated 
iron pipes before reaching the open 
air. 
But after making all known 


provisions for protection sgamst 
sewer gas it would be well to »ee 
that the sink is kept clean and that 
no mouldy dish cloths are allowed 
to remain in the house; that the 
water-closet bowls, and tuaneis, and 
slop-hoppers are

And that decaying vegetables, meat, 
old boots, dirty clothes, etc., ar« 
given to the swill man, or at least 
put out of the house. I have known 
some of these things, an old swill 
barrel for instance, to make more 
stink than conld be made by all the 
sewers in 
„„„ 
Christendom. It would 


be a good thing if closets, sinks, etc., 
were de-oclorized about once a week 
with a solution of sulphurate of iron; 
it don't cost much, ..smelli good 
itself, and will Mil any other smell. 
I would suggest the idea of an owner 
furnishing enough money to build 
as large a house as he requires and 
at the same time enough to finish it 
throughout as it should be; not to 
spend all in the hull and not have 
enough to pay for the rigging. Also

above tbe point of contact with the 
roof, except walls fronting streets. 
Stove pipes that project through the 
roof or side walls, of buildings in 
such a manner as to expose adjoin- 
ing-property will not be allowed to 
remain.

building-walls, chimneys, or smoke- 
stacks'dangerous, the Engineer of 
the Fire Department will give forty- 
eight hours notice and the property- 
owners must have the same remedied. 
Doors of public assemblages must 
swing bolt inwardly and outwardly. 
This ordinance is now in effect and 
property-owners who intend to build 
or those who wish to alter or repair
